Supervisor White Discusses 


the Project, 


WILL A1)D TO FBESNO'S WEALTH 


The Cost of Construction Not Likely 


to Exceed S1,GOO,000—Mauy 


Promisee of Help. 


Supervisor T. 0. White returned yes- 


terday morning from Monterey, where 
he attended the railroad meeting, and 
gave his views concerning the project ol 


cross-country road from Freeno to 


Monterey to a RKPUDLICAN reporter. 


"It ie a perfectly feasible project in the 


tret place," said Mr. White, "and if car- 
ried out will prove ol great benefit to 
Freauo and Monterey, as well as the 
country it will tmveree. 


'Our first cure was to inspect the har- 


bor at Monterey in order to ascertain its 
merits. Beside a personal inspection we 
got the views of several persons entitled 
;o give nn opinion in such matters and 
were soon convinced that the harbor is 
nu excellent one. It ia entirely protected 
from northwest winds and a duo north 
wind alone can enter it, but they arc 
very rare. 


The course of the road would probably 


be due west from Fresno to the Panoche 
creek, up the creek through the pass to 
Uollieter in San Benito county, thence 
to Salinas and Monterey. 


The d,stance will be about MO miles, 


and most of this will be constructed at a 
coat of $10,000 a mile. The coBt of con- 
struction over the range will be some- 
what higher. It is likely, though, that 
the road may be built for * 1,500,000 to 
$1.600,000, considerably lesa than the 
piopoaod road to Port Harlord. 


A committee was appointed to aolicit 


subscriptions to stock, 8. N. Griffith, S. 
II. Colo and myeelf representing this 
county in the committee. la order to 
effect a corporation we must first sub- 
scribe $1000 for each mile of the pro- 
posed road, 10 por cent of this amount to 
be paid up. The estimated length of the 
ro»d from Fresno to Monterey ia 140 
railea. Then it will ho nocesearv to sub- 
scribe $140,000 and 
pay up $14,000. 


When thifl ia dcno" the charter may be 
granted. 
"The city of Monterey has offered to 


donate their water front to the use of the 
railroad, on which money tmough could 
bo raised to pay almost half the cost of 
construction. Besides this the people of 
San Benito und Monterey have proposed 
to give the right of way free and havo 
also promised to subscribe money and 
lands. 
The largo laud owners will nlno 


give free rights of way and subscribe lib- 
erally to the stock. 
"The plan under consideration ifl to 


get the right of way from here to Monte- 
rey, und then gut the subscriptions in 
land and tlio harbor franchise at Monte- 
rey, and when that Is done the road will 
havo somo value, and I think this por- 
tion ol it can be bonded for enough to 
ninke the grading, and when tho'^radlng 
is done, then an additional bond can be 
placed on it to finish it.

article, a large part of it can be plowed 
and made with teams.

paeeea through or near the ' ranches of

following 
named 
parties: 
Mr. 


Docker, Mr. Curtis Mr. Gardener, three 
Indian homesteads, the writer's place, 
0. Y. Foster, Mr. Younjr, Mr. Fox, Mr. 
Mauuering and Mr. Write's place on 
Pice itidge. A!lt passing tbrouiih a One 
body of pine timber land owned by pri- 
vate individuals in 100 acre tracts, only 
waiting for a road to become valuable.
